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The suddenness with which the 
war broke out in August, 1914, 
prevented the escape of thousands 
of business men and tourists from 
the countries in which they hap- 
pened to be. This was particularly 
the case in Germany, where the 
frontiers were closed immediately 
after the declaration of war. Ap- 
proximately 3,000 British civilians 
were thus caught in that country 
and promptly interned in what had 
been a race track at Ruhleben, near 
Berlin. With characteristic pluck
